Time to prepare 
for God’s renewal 

Quest Editorial 

By Rev. H. Elwood Wiesmann 
Sierra Madre United Methodist Church 

The Lenten seaaon spanning 40 days, 
excluding Sundays, Is a time of prepare' 
tion, a time of renewal, and moat of all, 
a time of decision. The Early Church used 
these days as a time of Instruction for new 
converts to the Christian way of life. 
Always the confirmation experience ends 
with a decision — either to accept Christ 
and His way or to return to life as It has 
always been. In like manner, Christians In 
1986 find the Lenten experience confront¬ 
ing them with a decision. 

The Lenten experience leads to a 
Cross and then to a Resurrection. If we are 
to experience the new life of the Re¬ 
surrection, we must make the difficult de¬ 
cisions that are symbolized by the Cross. 
So, this time of preparation — of train¬ 
ing — Is for a decision. That decision 
is either for Christ and His way or for life 
as it has been. 

John Oxenham, In his well-known 
poem, brings It to us most succinctly: 

“To every man there openeth 

A High Way and a Low; 

And every man decldeth 

The way his soul shall go.” 

The decisions that confront us this 
day are like those which have confronted 
, those who would seek to follow Jesus 
and His way for nearly 2000 years. His 
way will often require us to take a different 
path than what Is socially acceptable or 
popular. It will require us to take, at 
times, unpopular stands on the great Is¬ 
sues of our day, as Jesus found Himself 
at odds with the “authorities” of His day. 
How tempting it has become to shape 
« Jesus’ teaching to our own beliefs — 
whether we be a governmental authority 
or private citizen. 

There are many within our own daily 
experience who would seek to have life 
lived “as it has been.” The experience of 
' Lent prepares us to live on a different 
plane — accepting the new life offered by 
God through Jesus Christ. 

Lent is a difficult time — it is a time 
to decide. Not only are decisions difficult, 
but this decision requires a whole new 
way of life.

Why artn’t zoning 
ordinances followed? 

The municipal elect¬ 
ions being upcoming 
shortly, we feel it pro¬ 
per to bring before the 
public certain considera¬ 
tions to aid in the se¬ 
lection of the best can¬ 
didates for the City 
Council. 

To many citizens it has 
appeared that for the 
past several years, there 
has been an abject dis¬ 
regard by members of 
the Council and the 
Planning Commission of 
the provisions in the zon¬ 
ing ordinances and of 
the letter and intent of 
the General Plan. The 
Plan was formulated at 
considerable cost to the 
city, some $60,000 for 
professional counseling, 
and untold hours of cit¬ 
izens’ input. The com¬ 
mon retort at commis¬ 
sion and council meet¬ 
ings in overriding pro¬ 
tests has been that the 
Plan is not law, but on¬ 
ly establishes guidelines. 
The unanswered ques¬ 
tion is: Why aren’t these 
guidelines being follow¬ 
ed?

letter can attest to num¬ 
erous instances where 
variances have been li¬ 
berally granted over their 
protests, after provisions 
of the ordinances and the 
Plan have been cited at 
the hearing. 

One particular ex¬ 
ample with which we and 
several of our neighbors 
were personally coneern- 
ed involved a proposed 
dwelling on a parcel on¬ 
ly 25-feet wide and less 
than 90-feel deep, by an 
out-of-town developer. 
We three citizens appear¬ 
ed to voice objections at 
the hearing; none came 
forward in favor ol the 
proposal. We were over¬ 
ruled by the Planning 
Cttmmission; sustained 
in appeal by the Coun¬ 
cil, over-ruled again by 
the Commission with a 
slight modification of 
the variances requested; 
and at the second ap¬ 
peal before the Council, 
the Commission was up¬ 
held and the variances 
granted. Remarks by 
others involved in that 
development, which 
seemed to us to taint the 
entire proceedings, were 
sloughed off when pre¬ 
sented to the Council. 


As a result of this 
treatment of the mailer 
and other instances that 
came to our attention, 
a petition was drafted 
and endorsed by over 
three dozen citizens in 
just one small neighbor¬ 
hood, calling for a mo¬ 
ratorium on new build¬ 
ing until the Council 
could examine the po¬ 
licies and practices of 
the Planning Commis¬ 
sion and re-affirm the 
provisions of the General 
Plan. A hearing on the 
petition was never agen- 
dized, despite repealed 
assurances by then-May- 
or Edwards that it would 
be. Subsequently, months 
later, he reported that no 
copy of it could be found 
at City Hall. Addition¬ 
al copies were provided 
and additional assuran¬ 
ces given. Result — it 
was never done. 

This still should and 
could be done. And at 
this time it should be 
appropriate to call on 
all the candidates for the 
Council to publicly com¬ 
mit themselves in writing 
as a response to this let¬ 
ter either to abide by 
our ordinances and the 
General Plan or to de¬ 


nounce and alter their 
provisions. It would help 
if those incumbents not 
standing for re-election 
at this time, to do like¬ 
wise. 

One further thought — 
we are of the opinion 
that no one should be 
appointed to the Plan¬ 
ning Commission who is 
engaged in the business 
of buying or selling pro¬ 
perties in the city, de¬ 
velopment or construc¬ 
tion of building improve¬ 
ments, or of the finan¬ 
cing thereof. If such per¬ 
sons are elected to the 
Council, we would think 
it proper for them to 
participate in the discus¬ 
sions of variance re¬ 
quests when brought be¬ 
fore them, but should 
disqualify themselves in 
the voting.

Three homes spaik interest 


By Phyllis Chapman 

Across from St. Rita’s Church, a trio of 
houses that stand side-by-side on E. Grandview, 
prompt both architectural and historic interest. 
They are so different in appearance and in when 
they were constructed. 

Oldest of the three is the Hawks house at 50 
E. Grandview. A real link with Sierra Madre’s 
earliest days, this simple farmhouse was built by 
Frances Hawks between 1881-82, one of the first 
homes in Nathaniel Carter’s newly-opened Sierra 
Madre tract. 

Next to it on its west side, at 38 E. Grand¬ 
view, is Janet Wood’s 59-year-old Spanish-style 
adobe house with a red tile roof. Adobe, as a 
main building material, harkens back to Califor¬ 
nia’s earliest days. This semi-arid land was tree¬ 
scarce then and adobe made from our clay soil 
was a way of life here that persisted through the 
mid-1880s. It also has good insulation qualities 
which Janet can attest to with the comfort in 
both winter and summer that has been enjoyed 
in this home. 

It was built in 1926 by well-known and very 
colorful local contractors, David and Jack Buchan, 
with adobe brought from the mouth of Bailey 
Canyon. They used bailing wire as reinforcement 
between the layers of adobe and the strength of 
this construction has been proven by the fact that 
the house has never had any cracks. David was 
the father of City Councilman Andrew Roy Buchan, 
and Jack was John and Ashleigh Buchan s father. 

Janet’s great-aunt was Frances Hawks (called 
Fannie), who arrived here Sept. 1, 1881, with her 
elderly mother, Hannah. Originally from Delafield, 
Wis. and San Francisco, she never regretted coming 
to this beautiful area, in spite of some of the 
hardships of living in early Sierra Madre. They 
arrived to learn that the one-room shelter she 
had commissioned to be built was hardly finished. 
Fortunately a friend quickly completed it in time 
for them to cook their evening meal among the 
sawdust and shavings. However, when a severe 
windstorm hit the area, they lacked confidence in 
their “hasty” abode. 

Taking their wordly wealth, some jewelry and 
$1(XK) in gold, they took refuge in their chicken 
house. The chickens were friendly and its posts 
had been set firmly in the ground. 

The three-bedroom house that stands today was 
eventually completed. It was the first lathe and 
plaster house in Sierra Madre and it still has its 
original redwood siding and shutters. Fannie helped 
start Sierra Madre’s Ascension Church by holding

the first meeting in her parlor and donated the land 
on which the church stands today. She also donated 
its first church organ where Janet’s mother, Laura 
Stevenson, was organist before her marriage. 

In 1887, Fannie moved to a smaller home 
and turned this house over to her older brother 
Ammi, his wife and four children. Ammi’s daugh¬ 
ter, Daisy lived in the house until 1960, when .she 
died at age 90. Janet rented the home for a 
while, then sold in 1977 to Dr. Sam Contino, a 
dentist with a practice in Pasadena. 

To make it large enough for his wife and four 
children, Contino extended the back with a new 
kitchen and bath. Wiring was updated. Most dif¬ 
ficult part of restoration was removing the exterior 
lead base paint by sandblasting, sealing with 100 
tubes of caulking and then applying three coats 
of paint. But the house with its original square 
nails was in good condition. 

Contino also built a carport in front which he 
very carefully designed to blend perfectly with the 
old home. Last March, the Continos received Sierra 
Madre Beautification Committee’s Wistaria Award. 

Over a year ago, Contino sold a 60-ft. front¬ 
age parcel of land on the east side of his house 
to Sierra Madre builder Fred Crockett. This, then, 
brings us to the most-spectacular and newest ol 
this trio of homes, located at 60 E. Grandview. 
Crockett built a 2 '/ 2 -story house that has the pot¬ 
pourri of style that makes it truly, happily Vic¬ 
torian. 

This new “old” house has bay windows, spindle 
work, decorative pediments, brick work and tall 
chimneys on the outside. An entrance hall that 
soars to 22 feet high, from which hangs a lovely 
chandelier, and rooms with lO-foot-high ceilings. 
Moldings, oak wood throughout, Victorian-style 
living. rormi fireplace, blend with modern con¬ 
veniences. The laundry room, lor example, is on 
the second floor next to the bedrooms that any 
housewife would call a handy location. 

The home was a dream find and solution for 
the people who bought it, Ty and Bernadette 
Polich. Bernadette loves old homes, but husband, 
Ty, was adamant about not wanting a “fixer-up¬ 
per” or the upkeep that an older home would 
require. So, they arc enjoying this very beautiful 
house that represents the best of both worlds. 

Therefore, I find these three houses an in¬ 
teresting mix, proving the tact that architecture in 
Sierra Madre is rarely dull and hou.scs standing 
side-by-side, arc often quite different.

The Sierra Madre 
Community Nursery 
School, a nonprofit par¬ 
ent participation nursery 
school founded in 1947, 
is sponsoring the Vintage 
Home Tour of Sierra 
Madre on Sunday, Mar.

The Jameson House, 
never before opened to 
the public, is one of the 
largest estates in the 
area. This magnificent 
Craftsman-style home 
was built in 1908 by the 
C.H. Baker Family 
(Baker Shoes). The 
house and property were 
sold in 1920 to James 
William Jameson, a pro¬ 
minent oil man and dis¬ 
coverer of the Midway 
oil fields in Kern Coun¬ 
ty. This is a house of 
outstanding architectural 
detail. All of the light¬ 
ing fixtures in the house 
are original and all the 
doors and woodwork are 
solid walnut. There are 
beautiful gardens on the 
grounds, which have an 
oriental influence. 

Across the street from 
the Jameson Estate is a 
a lovely California Bun¬ 


galow, which was built 
in 1910. Mrs. Jameson’s 
sister and neice resided 
in this house. The pre¬ 
sent owners are in the 
process of remodeling 
this house to recapture 
the charm of the early 
1900s. A feeling of 
country warmth radiates 
throughout the house. 
Many of the antique fur¬ 
nishings and artifacts 
have been restored by 
the present homeowners. 

The Russell House is 
a charming California 
Bungalow, which was 
built in 1917 by Alexan¬ 
der Russell.

storrti clean-up work. 

Statewide CCC Direc¬ 
tor Bud Sheble said the 
CCC wants to hire addi¬ 
tional young men and 
women to provide clean¬ 
up assistance where 
needed in California. 
They are looking for ap¬ 
plicants between the 
ages of 18 and 23, not 
on probation or parole, 
interested in a year of 
conservation and emer¬ 
gency work. Along with 
flood fighting, corps- 
members battle forest 
fires, build parks and 
trails, plant trees, restore 
historic buildings and 
weatherize homes. 

Corpsmembers earn 


minimum wage, withj 
room and board deduct¬ 
ed. Most CCCers have 
some $300 in disposable 
income each month, af¬ 
ter their basic needs are 
met.
